Friends disclosed he has ac- | 
cepted an invitation from the ’ 
Belgian government and various 
Belgian 
universities, 
tendered 
through Ambassador Robert von 1 
der Straten-Ponthoz at Wash-1 
ington, who said the Belgian ; 
people 
wished to 
assure Mr. 
Hoover of “their unalterable a t­ 
tachment.” 
Hoover will be accompanied \ 
only by a personal friend, Paul C. • 
Smith, general manager of the 
San Francisco Chronicle. 
For five years, until July, 1919, 
the Hoover commission provided 
food supplies for Belgium’s 7,- 
000,000 people and for 3,000,000 
stricken inhabitants of northern 
France. 
It became a sort of indepen­ 
dent state, acting under its own 
agreements with the belligerent 
nations, flying its own flag, is­ 
suing its own passports, and op­ 
erating barges, a fleet of ships, 
railway equipment, its own food 
factories and mills. It was the 
first such food administration in 
history. It supervised production 
and

crops in Belgium and northern 
France, and rationed the entire 
population. 
Mr. Hoover and his colleagues 
served without pay.

Local tav ern owners in a meeting this week 
were told w hat to charg e for beer; they also 
were told in a few words th a t the Indiana law 
th a t perm its tav erns to bu y from a distribu tor 
in an adjoining cou nty was no g ood. 
The law is no g ood they say becau se the cou nty 
distribu tors hav e an ag reem ent not to cross a 
cou nty line. In other words there is an org anized 
tru st formed; howev er, if any tav ern owner de­ 
sires to place his order in an adjoining cou nty . 
he has a leg al rig ht to do so, reg ardless of any 
tru st combination th at has been entered into. 
If refu sal is made,, then an Indiana law has 
been v iolated. 
In these day s we hear q u ite a commotion from 
W ashing ton on “monopolies.” A g ood ex ample 
of one prev ails here! 
Sev eral of those who sig ned the “monopoly ” 
ag reem ent are g etting cold feet and predictions 
are th at the whole affair will blow u p when the 
time comes to increase the price to the con­ 
su mer. 


epitomizes the whole problem of the fu tu re of 
W estern interests in the Orient. 
Japan has demanded a dom inant share in the 
adm inistration of the Settlem ent, as well as fu ll 
control of cu stoms and commu nications. G reat 
Britain, which has the larg est inv estm ent in 
China, ev idences the deepest concern, bu t if 
there is a British prog ram to cu rb Japan’s ex ­ 
panding power in the Far East, it is not appar­ 
ent.

The Japanese Cabinet is for the moment split 
on methods and policies to be u sed hereafter in 
the hostilities in China. 
The civ ilian members, aware of the ev er-pres­ 
ent dang er of international complications, be­ 
liev e in letting well enou g h alone. The m ilitarists, 
of whom the Home Minister, Armiral Su etsu g u , 
is the most powerfu l, fav or an ou trig ht declara­ 
tion of war, which wou ld g iv e Japan bellig erent 
statu s and leg alize a blockade of the entire China 
coast, not ex clu ding the g reat British port of 
Kong Kong , throu g h which larg e am ou nts of 
m u nitions and other su pplies are reported to be 
reaching the Chinese armies. 
There is no dou bt th at su ch a blockade wou ld 
make a bad international situ ation worse. The 
arrog ance of Japan toward the International 
Settlem ent at Shang hai is cau sing g rav e dis­ 
q u ietu de at London, and it is not withou t its im ­ 
plications at W ashing ton and Paris. Shang hai
